KCAL 9 NEWS reporter Mia Lee reported that the previous week a man wreaked havoc
on a jetliner when he burst into the cockpit in mid flight. That day doctors said he was
suffering from acute paranoia and was not trying to hurt anyone. The British Airways
747 was on its way to Kenya from London on Friday. The man entered the cockpit and
attacked the pilots while the plane was over the Sudan. The plane took two violent
nosedives before pilots were able to regain control. Now a psychiatrist in Kenya said the
man felt threatened by other passengers and apparently was seeking safety in the cockpit.
The plane was carrying nearly 400 passengers. No one was seriously injured.

ARENA STABBING

KCAL 9 NEWS reporter Mia Lee reported on trouble the previous night at a New Year’s
rave party in Downtown L.A. Three men were stabbed. Tens of thousands gathered at
the L.A. Sports Arena for an all night New Year’s Eve Party. The men were stabbed
inside the arena at about 2:00 a.m. Paramedics took all three to local hospitals. One is
said to be in serious condition. Police did not make any arrests at the scene and the party
went on until at least 6 a.m.

HACKER HEARING
JANUARY 2, 2001 10:00 P.M. TRT (00:20)

KCAL 9 NEWS anchor Kerry Kilbride reported that 18-year-old Dennis Moran who also
called himself “Coolio” pleaded guilty that day in a New Hampshire court. Moran
hacked into the LA Police Department’s site “dare dot com™ and defaced it with pro-drug
slogans and images. Under a plea agreement, Moran would serve nine months in jail and
pay a 15-thousand-dollar fine.

HOCKEY ATTACK
JANUARY 2, 2001 8:00 P.M. TRT (00:16)

KCAL 9 NEWS anchor Kerry Kilbride reported that a father faced assault charges for
allegedly attacking his son’s hockey coach. Police and witnesses said after that Friday’s
game the David Sullivan went ballistic and tried to beat up the high school coach.
Sullivan claimed the coach had criticized his son who suffered from attention deficit
disorder. He had been ordered to stay away from games and a February court date had
been set.




BISHOP ATTACK

bizarre New Year’s Day. A man allegedly tried to hand-cuff Archbishop Edward Egan
during the New Year’s mass at Saint Patrick’s Cathedral.

The
suspect, Timothy Byrne was said to have filed several lawsuits against the Catholic
Church in the past.

Police said the
child suffered minor cuts and bruises and was sexually molested. Choe allegedly
demanded 30 thousand dollars ransom.

Two were dead at the
scene, a third later died at the hospital. Three other suspects, April Watson, Lester
Dwayne Thomas and David Charles were also charged in the murders.

Witnesses said a gun-fight broke out when gang members
tagged over a rival gang’s graffiti. Cynthia was killed by the gunfire. A bullet grazed
Cynthia’s younger sister, but she was ok.
